1. EF ORE we begin to treat of the Orderitſelf, 
B it will not be improper to premiſe ſomething 
concerning the word Baronet, or Baronettus, 

the name of the dignity of which we are going to 
give ſome account: for the better and clearer under» 
ſtanding whereof, we ſhall firſt ſettle the ſignification 
of the word Baro, that being the primitive to Baro- 


nettus ; now, it is generally agreed by thoſe who will 


have the word to be of Grecian extraction, that Bars,

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Great Britain; long before whoſe reign the whole 


kingdom of Ireland, but eſpecially the moſt ample | 


and famous province of Ulſter, in that kingdom, 
had continued in a moſt unſettled ſtate, very much 
ariſing from the natural diſpoſition of that people, 
quite rude and uncivilized, who were equally averſe 
to all order, as they were unwilling, for any length of 
time, to ſubmit to government, and ſeemed, as it were, 
to have a propenſity to diſorder and lawleſs liberty. 
In this ſituation they had, for a long tract of time, 
rendered themſelves remarkable for their rebellious 
inſurrections upon, and frequent de fections from, the 
Engliſh government, as appears from antient hiſtories; 
their turbulent tempers having made them unapt for, 
nd inflexible to, all rule; and good laws were ab- 
ſent thence, which are the cements of all ſociety ; be · 
cauſe their binding power, the eſſence of all laws, 


would not there have been obeyed by a wild people: 


a country peopled as this was, muſt neceſſarily bear 
ſome reſemblance to its inhabitants; ſo a great part 
of the lands herein, by the ignorance and indolence of 


the owners, was waſte, and for want of due manage» 
ment and cultivation lay ſterile and unprofitable, the 
proprietors and property being equally uſeleſs to 


themſelves and others; barbariſm, irreligion, and ig- 


norance, with all their ſad attendants, for a long 


while ſeemed to have taken full poſſeſſion of the land; 


and government, religion, and good manners, to have 


been 
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been excluded, together with arts and ſciences. Such 


was the calamitous caſe of this province in former 


times; and what much cheriſhed theſe diſorders was, 


the many unſucceſsful attempts that had been often 


made to ſubdue this barbarous people; ſo that it con- 
tinued fer? in flatu guo, with no very great interrup- 
tion or alteration, to the reign of this king, who 
finding it in a ruinous confuſion, 'as their ſovereign 
took the univerſal miſerable ſtate thereof into his 
royal conſideration and protection, attempted the re- 
duction of it, and by the power of his ſucceſsful arms 
expelled the barbarous rebels, and cauſed peace and 
tranquillity to flouriſh. over all her borders : a work, 
indeed, which none of his - predeceſſors could ever 
accompliſh, although they had often endeavoured, at 


the expence of much blood and treaſure, but left it 


to this prince, wrapt up in the miſts of blood, ruin, 
and diſorder: and after he had happily effected this 
his firſt laudable undertaking, being farther ſolicitous, 
out of his princely regard for that people; attentive, 
at the ſame time, to the deſires of his ſubjects, for the 
plantation and adorning that kingdom with good men, 
wholeſome laws, and the true uſe of ſacred religion, 


eſpecially the province of Ulſter, which had ever, 
from the beginning, been. the nurſery and ſeminary. 
of treaſons, rebellions, inſurrections, and atheiſtical 


barbariſm ; and likewiſe being providently careful, 
that ſo great a province might thus be eſtabliſhed, and

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more and more flouriſh in an affluence of wealth, and 
all other things which might be conducive to the orna- 
meat and happineſs of the commonwealth; and that 
the whole management of ſuch civil affairs ſhould' be 


protected and maintained by an armed power, to wit, 


by troops and garriſons, ſo that neither hoſtile force, 


nor inteſtine faction, might hinder or diſturb the re- 


poſe thereof: his majeſty, to theſe worthy and honour- 
able ends, ſo becoming a prince's regard, did, in the 
vinth year of his reign, de jure prerogative regalis, 
nora regum Anglia, progenitorum ſuorum, and as 
other ſovereigns in foreign countries, on the like pub- 
lic and urgent occaſions had done before him, ere, 
conkitute, and create this order, called Baronets; 
(which his royal ſucceſſors, the only fountains of all 
honour, have continued) an order peculiar and proper 
to our own nation, being a mean or middle ftation 
between the barons of parliament, and the order of 
knights, chuſing thoſe he was pleaſed to dignify with 
the ſame, out of the moſt prime and principal rank 
of gentlemen, through all his majeſty's dominion of 
England, who might ftrenuouſly promote this his 
royal undertaking, and with their wealths ſhould be 
aiding towards the building of churches, towns, and 
caſtles, which are the cauſes of civil commerce, and 
mutual friendſhip, one man with another; whereby 
God is feared, the king obeyed, and the land tilled 
end manured ; all which they (the Baronets) did not 
bw 4 9 7 
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only (of their own free motion) tender to his majeſty's 
ſervice, but alſo made proffer of their lives, fortunes, 
and eſtates, to hazard in the performance of this 
duty; and that when any ſpark of rebellion, or other 
hoſtile invaſion, ſhould attempt to diſturb the peace of 
this kingdom, or province, that they themſelves, in 
perſon, would be ready to defend it; and each of 
them did maintain and keep thirty foot- ſoldiers there, 
who were actually in the ſervice of the king for the 
defence of the kingdom, but chiefly for the ſeturity . 
of the ſaid plantation of the province of Ulſter. Upon 
theſe weighty and neceſſary, civil and religious conſi- 
derations, was this order founded, which his majeſty 
was pleaſed to endow with ſeveral privileges of ho- 
nour, that we ſhall mention in the ſequel ba this 
treatiſe,

6. On the 22d of May, in the ninth year of his 
reign, king James created divers by patents, that dit. 
fered not one from another in any ſyllable, more than 
the names of thoſe created; the form whereof  here- 
after we ſhall inſert; and afterwards many others were 
made by the like patente, that paſſed to ſome by war- 


rants of the privy-ſeal, and to others, by warrants of 


commiſſioners authorized under the great ſeal, for 
treating with ſuch as deſired to be created, on the 


terms in the preamble of the Fn and for giving 


Warrant 
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warrant for the creation of them; and to thoſe com- 


miſſioners inſtructions were alſo annexed to their com- 
miſſion, which likewiſe we ſhall: add; whereby none 
were to be admitted into this order, unleſs upon good 
proof they were men for quality, ſtate of living, and 
good reputation, worthy of it, and at the leaſt de- 
ſcended of à grandfather by the father's fide, that 
bare arms, and had alſo a certain clear revenue in 
lands of at leaſt one thouſand pounds per ann. fo 


that by the patent, and this commiſſion, it is evident, 1 
at firſt, they were perſons eminent in family, figure, 


and fortune: but the inſtitution, in the ſucceeding 
times, has not been kept quite inviolate ; and, indeed, 
what degree or order is there to be found, whoſe ori- 
ginal fundamental rules have not, in any long tract 
of time, on different (and ſometimes, perhaps, very 
plauſible), occaſions, been broke p in one re- 
ſpect or another ? | 

7. At the firſt inſtitution, } it was deßgned that they 
ſhould not exceed two hundred; and that after this 
number ſhould be complete, if any of them became 
extinct for want of heirs-male, there ſhould never be 
any more created in their room, but that the number 
aforeſaid ſhould diminiſh, and on that account be re- 
duced to a leſſer number; the founder exceeded this 
by four only, and thoſe were to fill vacancies that 
happened, not by death or attainder, but by promo- 
tion to a higher dignity, : ſo that he did not go beyond

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his engagement ; but the ſucceeding kings of England 


have been pleaſed to increaſe this number; and this 


is now, as the higher hereditary titles, without limi- 
tation, at the pleaſute of the prince.—And having 
given ſome account of the foundation, we proceed 
next to ſet forth the privileges, pre- emineneies, pre- 


cedencies, with other matters of diſtinction belonging 
to this degree. 


8. And firſt, they are to be called, and plead, and 
be impleaded, by the name of Baronet; and in all 
commiſſions, writs, and other deeds, the ſtyle of Ba- 
ronet 1s to be placed at the end of their farnames, as 
a neceſſary and legal addition of dignity ; and in all 
Engliſh writings, falutations, and compellations, the 
addition of, Sir, is to be placed before the chriſtian 
names; and their having this honorary particle thus 
prefixed, has (inter alia} given occaſion for ſome ta 
fancy baronets to be knights; and therefore many 
have fondly ſtiled them Knights-baronets, as if this 
order had been a ſpecies of knighthood ; whereas 
it is not: for we find the creation of the dignity ef a 
Baronet, in antient times, did not diſcharge the heir 
from being in ward, as if the heir had been a knight; 
for he is not made knight by this, the dignity of a 
knight not being deſcendible; but this is deſcendible, 


and of ſuperior rank to knighthood ; though bas 
ronets and their eldeſt ſons, or heirs apparent, may be 


knighted on due application, as we ſhall ſoon. ſhew.

11, In thereign of king James I. upon a controverſy 
of precedence between the younger ſons of viſcounts 
and barona, and the baronets, after his majeſty's hearing 
counſel in perſon three ſeveral days at large, and having 
had information from the heralds, and taken due con- 
fideration of proofs produced on both ſides, a deere 
and eſtabliſhment was made thereupon, and touching 
ſome other points alſo, concerning as well bannerets 
as the baronets; whereby his - majeſty did declare, 
and finally decree, that the younger ſons of viſcounts 
and barons ſhould take place and precedence before all 

| Baronets. 
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Baronets. And by the ſame ordained, the better to 
ſettle, and clear alſo, all queſtions of precedence that 
may concern either bannerets, or the younger ſons of 
viſcounts and barons, or the Baronets, either as they 
have relation amongſt themſelves, or towards others 
reſpectively, that ſuch bannerets as ſhould be made by 
the king's majeſty, his heirs and ſucceſſors, under his 
or their ſtandard, diſplayed in an army royal, in open 
war, and the king perſonally preſent, for the term of the 
lives of ſuch bannerets, and no longer (according to 
the moſt antient and noble inſtitution) ſhould for ever 
hereafter take place and precedence before all banne- 
rets whatſoever (no  reſpe& being had to the time and 
priority of their creation) as likewiſe before the 
younger ſons of viſcounts and barons, and alſo before 
all Baronets, And again, that the younger ſons of

gree, dignity, or place of the Baronets; and agreeable 
thereto, in lord Coke's Reports (Paſch. 9 Fac. I.) we 
find it thus reſolved, * That the king cannot create 
any dignity above the dignity of a baronet, ST un- 
der the dignity of a baron. 

15. Baronets and their eldeſt ſons have this peculiar 
privilege, that they may be knighted if they pleaſe; 
for it was ordained and decreed by his majeſty; for 
him, his heirs and ſucceſſors, that ſuch Baronets, and 
the heirs males of their bodies as hereafter ſhould be 
no knights, when they attain, or be of the age of 
twenty-and-one years, upon knowledge thereof given 
to the lord chamberlain of the houſhold, or vice- 
chamberlain for the time being; or, in their abfence, 
to any other officet attending upon his majeſty's per- 
ſon, ſhould be knighted by his majeſty, his heirs and 
ſucceſſors, without paying any fees or dues, if they 
ſhould defire it. And as many of the Baronets firſt 
created; and their eldeſt ſons, were knighted, fo, by 
this means, they became knights and baronets, as 


they 
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they in * times were called, and ſtill remain to 
be ſo by the vulgar. 

16. The inſtitution of this order being for the plan- 
tation and protection of the whole kingdom of Ire- 
land, but more eſpecially for the defence and ſecurity 
of the province of Ulſter, in the ſame kingdom; 
therefore, for their diſtinQion, thoſe of this order, 
and their deſcendants, may bear in their coat of - 
arms, either in a canton, or in an eſcutcheon, at their 
election, viz. Argent, a Hand, finiſter, couped 
at the Wriſt, extended in Pale, Gules, being the arms 
of the antient kings of Ulſter in Ireland; and that 
honourable augmentation which his majeſty was pleaſ- 
ed (by his royal decree) to grant and confer upon 
the Baronets for their more honour, and to their iſſue 
for ever, &c, beſides which, in their atchievements, 
their helmets are diſtinguiſhed from the inferior gentry. 

17. It was alſo ordained that the Baronets, and the 
heirs males of their bodies, ſhould have place in the 
armies of the king's majeſty, his heirs and ſucceſſors, 
in the groſs, near about the royal ſtandard of the 
king, his heirs and ſucceſſors, for the defence of the 

13. And by the ſame decree, that Baronets, and 
the heirs males of their bodies, ſhould have two aſſiſt- 
ants of the body to ſupport the pall, a principal 
mourner,. and four aſſiſtants to him, at their fune- 
rals ; being the mean betwixt a baron and a knight.

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19. When a Baronet lies in ſtate, before his inter- 
ment the room for his corpſe is to be hung with 
baize, the next chamber ringed with baize, eſcut- 
cheons of buckram, the pall is to be of velvet of five 
breadths, the ſtandard of four yards aud a half long, 


one penon of his paternal coat, and if there are quar- 


terings, there is to be another penon thereof ; helm, 
creſt, ſword, targe, and coat'of arms. And the room 
for the corpſe of a Baroneteſs, or Baronet's wife, is 
to be hung in the ſame manner as her huſband's, and 


eſcutcheons and pall to be the ſame ; there are to be 


two penons, one of her paternal coat and his, and 
another of the Baronet's quarterings, impaled with 
her own ; that is, the ſame ceremonial as is uſed at 
the funerals of perſons of the next preceding degree. 

20. In the univerſities, by the ſtatutes, Baronetz 
enjoy much the ſame privileges as the higher — 
and are there ſtiled Noblemen, 

21. A few years after the infitution, his majeſty 
made another decree, which alſo paſſed under the 
great ſeat, wherein he declared, that foraſmuch as the 
degree of a Baronet is an hereditary degree in blood; 
therefore, that the eldeſt ſons of the ſame Baronets, 
and their wives, as well during their huſbands lives as 
after, and the daughters of the ſame Baronets, the 
ſaid daughters following next after the ſaid wives 
of the eldeſt ſons of the ſaid Baronets, ſhould 
have place and precedency before the eldeſt ſon, 

and 
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and the wife of the eldeſt ſon of any knight, of 
what degree or order ſoever. And likewiſe, that 
the younger ſons of the ſame Baronets, and their wives, 
as well during their huſbands lives as after, ſhould 
after the ſame manner have place and precedency 
next after the eldeſt ſons, and the wives of the eldeſt 
ſons, and before the younger ſons, and before the wives 
of the younger ſons, of any of the knights aforeſaid. 

22. Baronets, then, have precedency before all 
knights, except knights of the moſt noble order of 
the garter, and bannerets created in the ſpecial form 
as aforeſaid ; but their ladies, it is evident, challenge 
an higher rank than themſelves z for they take place 
before the wives of all knights whatſoever ; and their 
ſons, ſons wives, and daughters likewiſe reſpectively, 
precede the ſons, ſons wives, and daughters of all 
knights, of what degree or order ſoever ; ſo that theſe 
may juſtly claim an eſtabliſhed precedency before all 
the common gentry. And on due reflection upon the 
whole, it muſt be allowed that the privileges, pre- 
eminencies, and other ornaments of diſtinction apper- 
taining to this honourable order, are as perſpicuouſly 
declared, as firmly and legally eſtabliſhed, as of any 
other order or degree amonglt us whatſoever. 

The firſt creation of this hereditary title was in the 
ninth year of king James I. He, in that year, on the 
two-and-twentieth of May 1611, made divers by pa- 
tents, that differed not one from another in any

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ſyllable, more than the names of them that were 
created.

After the firſt creation divers others were made 
by the like patents, that paſſed to ſome by warrants 
of the privy-ſeal, and to others by warrants of com- 
miſſioners authorized under the great ſeal for treat- 
ing with ſuch as deſired to be created upon the terms 
in the preamble of the. patent, and for giving war- 
rant for the creation of them. And to thoſe commiſ- 
miſſioners inſtructions were alſo annexed to their com- 
miſſion in theſe words : |

© FORASMUCH as we have been pleaſed to autho-

* or lands of the old rent, as good in account as. one 
* thouſand per annum of improved rents, or, at the

* And for the order to be.obſerved in ranking thoſe

* ceteris paribus; yet, becauſe this is a dignity which

time before another, our n is, you ſhall not be 
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* ſo preciſe in placing thoſe that ſhall receive this 
* dignity, but that ah eſquire of great antiquity, 
* and extraordinary living, may be ranked in this 
choice before ſome knights. And ſo of knights, 
* a man of preater living, more 'remarkable for his 
* houſe, years, or calling in the commonwealth, may 
* be now preferred in this degree before one that was 
made a knight before him. 

Next, becauſe there is nothing of honour or of 
value, which is known to be ſought or deſired, be 
the motives never ſo good, but may receive ſcandal 
from ſome, who, wanting the ſame good affection 
© to the public, or being in other conſiderations inca- 

* pable, can be contented, out of envy to thoſe that 
are ſo preferred, to caſt aſperſions and imputations 
* upon them, as if they came by this dignity for 
* any other conſideration but that which concerneth 
* this ſo public and memorable a work, you ſhall take 
order, that the party who ſhall receive this dignity 
may take his oath, that neither he, nor any for him, 
© hath, directly or indirectly, given any more for at- 
* taining the degree, or any precedence in it, than 
© that which is neceſſary for the maintenance of the 


number of ſoldiers, in ſuch ſort as aforeſaid, ſav- 


* ing the charges of paſſing his patent. 
And becauſe we are not ignorant, that in the diſ- 
* tribution of all honours, moſt men will be deſirous 
to attain to ſo high a place as they may, in the judg-

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ment whereof, being matter of dignity, there can- 
© not be too great caution uſed to avoid the interrup- 
© tions that private partialities may breed in ſo Sony

© To all to whom theſe preſents ſhall come, greet - 
ing. Know ye that we. have made a certain ordi-

« jeſty, upon a controverſy of precedence, between

Upon the firſt erection of this dignity there was, 
paid, by each admitted then into this order, the ſum 
of one thouſand ninety-five pounds, for the mainte- 
nance and ſapport of thirty men in the- foot forces 
in the kingdom of Ireland, for the defence of that 
kingdom, and —— for the ſecurity of the plan- 
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tation of the province of Ulſter z but the end of the 
Inſtitution having long ſince been anſwered, the ſtate 
of that kingdom and province being entirely ſettled, 
it has fince been cuſtomary, upon the creation of any 
one into this dignity, to remit this money; in order 
whereto, a warrant is iſſued by his majeſty, directed 
to the treaſurer, chancellor, under-treaſurer, and ba- 
rons of the Exchequer, &c. to cauſe a tally to be ſtruck 
in the Exchequer, purporting the payment thereof 
(the antient form being retained) as if it actually had

© a ſufficient warrant and diſcharge for the doing and 
© executing of all and ſingular the premiſes, accord- 
ing to our pleaſure herein declared. Given under 
our privy-ſeal, at our palace of Weſtminſter, the ſix- 


_ © and-twentieth day of June, in the ſeventeenth year 


© of our reign. 
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\HIS order was inſtituted by kind James]. in the 
eighteenth year of his reign, not long after the 
erection of the Engliſh dignity, with the ſame privi- - 
leges within their own kingdom, and were to affiſt in 
the reduction of Ulſter, and had the arms of that pro- 
vince aſſigned them, to be borne either in a canton, 


. eſcutcheon, or the moſt convenient part of the ſhield ; 


and paid into the treaſury of Ireland the ſame fees, 
Kc. as in England. 

The firſt of this hereditary dignity in that king- 
dom was Sir Francis Blundell (great grandfather to 
the preſent lord viſcount Blundell) who was knighted 
by king James I. at Newmarket, and advanced to 
this dignity the 14th of October, in the eighteenth * - 
year of that king's reign, 

He was ſecretary for the affairs of Ireland, wad 
rer, receiver-general, and one of the privy=council for 
that kingdom „and brother to Sir George Blundell of 

7 Car- 
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Cardington, in the county of Bedford, who was killed 
at the Iſle of Rhee, in that expedition under the duke 
of Buckingham“. 

Since which time ſeveral have been created, no 
number being limited: they have no eſtabliſhed pre- 
cedence in this kingdom, but are on the ſame foot- 
ing in that reſpeQ, as the Iriſh peers are with the 
Britiſh. | 


N. B. It is this family of the Blundells that is poſſeſſed of 
_ © the antient barony of Bedford, in the right of which they claim 
6 ty be lord-almoners to the king at the coronation,” 
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NOVA-SCOTIA BARONETS. 


HE order of Baronet, in Scotland, was erected 

for advancing the plantation of Nova-Scotia, 

in America, and for ſettling a colony there, to which 
the aid of theſe knights was deſigned. 'The order 
was only intended by king James VI. before his death, 
for in his firſt charter of Nova-Scotia, in favour 


of Sir William Alexander, 10 September 1621, 


and in another charter granted to Sir Robert 'Gor- 
don of Lochinvar of a part of Nova Scotia, 
deſigned the barony of Galloway, 8 November 
1621, there is no mention made of this order; ſo 
that the ſame was only erected by king Charles I. 
anno 1625. In the ſeveral patents granted to Baro- 
nets, his majeſty did diſpoſe to each of theſe knights 
a certain portion of land in Nova · Scotia, erecting the 
ſame into a free barony, with great and ample privi- 
leges: and moreover, for their encouragement, did 
_ create, make, conſtitute, and ordain, that he- 
6 | * 
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ritable ſtate, degree, dignity, name, order, title, and 
ſtile of Baronet, to be enjoyed by every of theſe gen- 
tlemen who did hazard for the good and increaſe of 
that plantation; and ſo preferred them to that order 
and title, creating them, and their heirs male, heri- 
table Baronets, in all time coming, with the place, 
pre-eminency, priority, and precedency, in all com- 


miſſions, breeves, letters patents, namings, and writs, | 


and in all ſeſſions, conventions, congregations, and 
places, at all times and occaſions whatſoever, before 


all knights called Equizes aurati, all leſſer barons, 


commonly called Lairds, and before all other gentle- 
men, excepting Sir William Alexander, his majeſty's 
lieutenant. of Nova-Scotia, who (with his heirs, their 
wives and children) is not only excepted in each of theſe 
letters patents granted to the knights his companions, 
but likewiſe the charter, granted to himſelf by king 
Charles I. 1625, did bear expreſly this exception and 
proviſion : as alſo, excepting knights-bannerets, who 
ſhould be created under the royal ſtandard, in his ma- 
jeſty's army, and in open war, the king himſelf be- 
ing preſent, and that during the banneret's life-time 
only ; and with precedency before all the ſame order, 
whoſe patents are of a poſterior date. His majeſty 
did moreover declare and ordain, that the wives of 
theſe Baronets, and of their heirs male, ſhould have 
the precedency, as well after, as before the deaths of 
their kiſhadels, if "wo ſhould happen to ſurvive, be- 


fore | 
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fore the wives of all thoſe of whom the knights- ba- 
ronets, and their heirs male, had the precedency, and 
even before the wives of knights-bannerets, before. 
excepted (the degree of Baronet being heritable) ; 
and alſo that the children, male and female of the Ba- 
ronets, ſhould take place before the children, male 
and female reſpectively, of all perſons of whom the 
Baronets and their heirs male had the priority, and 
likewiſe before the children of the bannerets; and 
that the wives of the ſons of the Baronets, and of their 
heirs male, ſhould precede the wives of all perſons 
whom their huſbands might precede, and that as well 
their huſbands being dead as living. And further, 
his majeſty did declare and promiſe, that whenſoever 
the eldeſt ſons, and heirs male of the Baronets, ſhould 
attain to the age of twenty-one years, they ſhould be, 
by his majeſty and his ſucceſſors, created Eguiles au- 
rati, or knights bachelors, without payment of any 
fines or dues for the ſame, providing they ſhould 
defire it. But here it is to be obſerved, that ſome of 
the eldeſt ſons of Baronets pretend to the title of 
knight at their being of age, by virtue of this clauſe,” 
without any previous deſire or dubbing, which cer- 
tainly is an error; for if they will not be at the pains: 
to defire it of his majeſty, or his commiſſioner, they 
ſhould not aſſume it. Likewiſe his majeſty did declare 
and ordain, that the Baronets and their heirs male 
ſhould, as an addition of honour to their armorial

ings, the addition of Sir, and in all other diſcourſes 


and wruings, a word ſignifying the ſame, ſhould pre- 


cede their names and other titles, and that the ftile 


all letters patent and other writs whatſoever, as a ne- 


and title of Baronet ſhould be ſubjoined thereto, in 


ceſſary addition of dignity, and that each of them 
ſhould be intitled Sir A. B. Baronet; and his, and his 
ſons wives, ſhould enjoy the ſtile, title, and appella- 
tion of Lady, Madam, and Dame reſpectively, ac-

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cording to the uſual phraſe in ſpeaking and writing. 
And alſo his majeſty did thereby promiſe, that the 
number of the Baronets, as well in Scotland, as the 
new colony of Nova-Scotia, ſhould never exceed the 
number. of 150 (though this number is at preſent 
ſomewhat augmented) and did likewiſe declare, that 
he, nor his ſucceſſors, ſhould never create nor erect, 
in time coming, any other dignity, degree, ſtile, name, 
order, title, or ſtate, nor ſhould- give the priority or 
precedency to any perſon or perſons, under the ſtile, 


degree, and dignity of a lord of parliament of Scot- 


land, which ſhould be, or ſhould be preſumed to be 
higher, ſuperior, or equal to that of Baronet: and 
that the Baronet ſhould have liberty to take place be- 
fore any ſuch who ſhould happen to be created of any 


ſach degree or order; and that their wives, ſons, 


daughters, and ſons wives, ſhould have their places 
accordingly ; and that if any queſtion or doubt ſhould 


ariſe about their places and prerogatives, the ſame 
ſhould be decided and judged according to theſe laws” , 
and cuſtoms, by which other degrees of heritable dig- 
nities have their privileges cognoſced and determined. ' 
And finally, that none ſhould be created Baronet, 
either of Scotland or Nova: Scotia, till he had firſt ſul- 
filled the conditions deſigned by his majeſty for the 
good and increaſe of that plantation, and until he had 
certified the ſame to the * * his . Ae. 
nant there.

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| Theſe patents were ratified in parliament, and were 


always in this form till the ſelling of Nova-Scotia to 


the French, after which time they were made much 


ſhorter, and granted in general terms, with all the 
privileges, precedencies, &c, of the former Baronets, 
And in the year 1629, his majeſty did allow theſe 
Baronets a particular cognizance, which will be beſt 
known by the copy of the following letter, directed 


by his majeſty king Charles I. to the privy-council of 


Scotland :

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OF THE MOST NOBLE 


ORDER or Tut GARTER, 


Inſtituted by EpwarDd the Third, in the Year 1350. 
HIS moſt noble and illuftrious order (if we con- 

ſider either its antiquity, or the nobleneſs of 

the perſonages that have been inrolled therein) excels 
and outvies all other inſtitutions of honour in the 
whole world, and owes its original to the. great hero 
of that age Edward III. who conquered France and 
Scotland, and brought their kings priſoners to Eng- 


land. 


It began in 1350, the 24th of his reign, viz. 119 
years before the foundation of the order of St. Mi- 
chael, by Lewis XI. king of France, 1469; 80 years 
before the inſtitution of the order of the Golden Fleece, 
by Philip II. the ſecond duke of Burgundy, 14303 
and 190 before king James V. of Scotland reſtored 
the order of St. Andrew, or the Thiſtle; and 20g 
years before the order of the Elephant was inſtituted 
in Denmark. x 

King Edward, apo a view of recovering of France 
(which deſcended to him by right of his mother) made 


it bis buſineſs to draw the beſt ſoldiers of Europe into 


I 2 his 


- 
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his intereſt, and thereupon projecting and ſetting up 
king Arthur's Round Table, he proclaimed a ſolemn 
tilting, to invite foreigners of quality and wo 
to the exerciſe. 

The place for the ſolemnity being fixed at Windſor, 
he, upon New-year's Day, in 1344, publiſhed his 
royal letters of protection for the ſafe coming and 
return of ſuch foreign knights as had a mind to ven- 
ture their reputation at thoſe juſts and tournaments, 
which were to be held on the 80 of January en- 
ſuing. 

Moreover, he provided a great ſupper to begin the 
ſolemnity; and then ordaining this feaſt to be an- 
nually kept at Whitſontide, he for that purpoſe erect- 
ed a particular building in the caſtle, wherein” be 
Placed a round table of 200 feet in diameter, in imt- 
tation of king Arthur's at Wincheſter ; and thereat 
entertained the knights, at his own expence of whey 
per week. 

This mighty and invincible prince Edward, AY 
_ endowed with great piety, commended himſelf and 
his companions to the protection of St. George of 
Cappadocia, whoſe parents being Chriſtians, afforded 
Him the advantage of being educated in that religion; 
and he taking upon him the profeſſion of a ſoldier, 
was made a tribune or colonel in Paleſtine (his mo- 
ther's country) in which poſt he behaving himſelf 
with great courage and conduR, he was preferred to 


bighex

higher ſtations in the army by the emperor Diocle- 
ſian; but the ſaid St. George afterwards complaining 
of the ſaid emperor for his ſeverities againſt the Chriſ- 
tians, and arguing in their defence, he was there- 
upon impriſoned and cruelly treated; and the empe- 
ror perceiving his conſtancy to the Chriſtians was not 
to be ſhaken, he was, on the 23d of April, anno 290, 
drawn through the city and beheaded ; and thus he 
received the crown of martyrdom. And that his me- 
mory might be ſtill continued, king Edward gave his 
companions, for part of their daily habit, the image 
of the ſaid Saint (fitting on horſeback, encountering 
the dragon with a tilting ſpear) 'appendant to a 
blue riband, continually to be worn about their 
necks. 

In 1347, the ſaid king TAS out his garter for the 

nal of a battle that was. crowned with ſucceſs, 
(which is ſuppoſed to be the battle of Creſſy) where 
he took John the French king priſoner, and brought 
him to England ; at which time he had alſo priſoner 


David king of Scots, as before-mentioned ; and Ed- 
ward his ſon, the Black Prince, expelling the rebels 
of Caſtile, and enthroning Don Pedro, their lawful 


king ; he, upon theſe mighty and glorious exploits, 
inſtituted this order, giving the Garter preheminence 


amoyngſt its enſigns, whence the ſelect number, whom 
he incorporated into a Fraternity, were ſtiled Equites 
Ae Periſcelidis, viz, Knights of the Golden Gar- 


ter 5 
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ter; and the habit and enſigns of the order are as fol, 
low, viz. 
Garter, Surcoat, Mantle, Hood, George, Collar, 


Cap, and Feather; the four firſt whereof were aſſigned 
by the Founder, and the reſt by king Henry VIII. 


And all theſe together are called the whole habit or 
enſigns of the order, which we ſhall treat of ſuccin&- 
Iy, beginning with the Garter. 

The Royal Garter, which, as aforeſaid, challengeth 
the preheminence, by reaſon the noble order from 
thence is denominated, is the firſt part of the habit 
preſented to foreign princes and abſent knights, who, 
and all other knights elec, are therewith firſt adorn- 
ed; and is of ſo great honour and grandeur, that by 
the bare inveſtiture with this noble enſign, the knights 
are eſteemed companions of the greateſt my order 
in the world, 

This noble enſign , the garter, which is worn on the 
left leg, between the knee and calf, was ſo inſtituted 
by the founder at the erection of the order; and was 
£0 put the companions in mind, that as by their order 
they were joined in a firm league of amity and con- 
cord, ſo by their garter, as by a faſt tie of affection, 
they were obliged to love one another. 

He alſo cauſed to be enamelled on it this motto, 


Toni ſoit qui mal y penſe, ſignifying that the magna- 


nimity and bravery of thoſe knights whom he had 
elected into this order, was ſuch as would impower

and enable them to maintain the quarrel againſt alt 
thoſe who thought il! of it. 

'The materials whereof the garter was compoſed for 
king Charles II. were blue velvet bordered with fine 
gold wire, the letters of the motto, and ſtops, roſe and 
table diamonds (the whole containing 250) and the 
hinge of the buckle was Pure gold, whereon was the 
ſovereign's picture to the breaſt, crowned with a lau- 
rel (the military garb of the firſt Roman emperors} 
and on the backfide of the pendant, which was alſo 
of gold, was engraved St. George on horieback en- 
countering the dragon. 

When the ſovereign deſigns to elect a companion 
into this moſt illuſtrious order, the chancellor belong- 
ing to the ſaid order draws up the letters, which 
paſſing both under the ſovereign's ſigu manual and the 


ſignet of the order, are ſent to the perſon by Garter 


Principal King of Arms, and are to this effect: 


© We, with the companions of our moſt noble order 

© of the Garter, aſſembled in chapter holden this pre- 
«* ſent day at our caſtle at Windſor, conſidering the 
« virtuous fidelity you have ſhewn, and the honour-

| The Garter, which (as aforeſaid) is of blue velvet, 
bordered with fine gold wire (having commonly the 
letters of the motto of the ſame) is buckled upon the 


leg at the time of the election with this ceremony: 


To the honour of God Omnipotent, and in me- 
* morial of the bleſſed martyr St. George, tie about 


* thy leg, for thy renown, this noble Garter; wear it 


* as the ſymbol of the moſt illuſtrious order, never to 
be forgotten or laid afide ; that thereby thou may'ſ 
© be admoniſhed to be courageous; and having un- 
« dertaken a juſt war, in which thou ſhalt be engaged, 
thou mayeſt ſtand firm, valiantly fight, and ſuc- 
«* ceſsfully conquer.“ 


The princely garter being thus buckled on, and the 


words of its ſigniſication pronounced, the ele knight 
is brought before the ſovereign, who puts about his 
neck a ſky- coloured riband, whereunto is appendant 
(wrought in gold, within the Garter) the image of 
St. George on horſeback, with his drawn ſword, en- 


countering with the dragon ; his admonition being 
. thus: 


Wear this riband about thy neck, adorned with 
* the image of the bleſſed Martyr and Soldier of

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© Chriſt, St. George, by whoſe imitation provoked,

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HE 3 of the Thillle, bh * of its great 
| antiquity, and memorable inſtitution, is called 
ad antient and noble, being founded (as ſeveral 
hiſtorians relate) on the following events : 
Athelſtane, a Daniſh. prince, to whom Alfred gave 
Northumberland, invaded the Picts, who then inha- 
bited the ſouth of Scotland; and in the year 790 
overtook king Hungus at Haddington, about 28 
miles from the borders; but the Picts being inferior 
in ſtrength, kept guard in the night, while Hungus 
betook himſelf to prayer; who, falling aſleep after- 
wards, dreamed he ſaw Andrew the apoſtle ſtanding 
by him, and promiſing him victory: which viſion he 
declared to his people; and the next day, as ſoon as 
the battle began (as they -add) St. Andrew's croſs (in 
form of a ſaltire, whereon he ſuffered martyrdom) 
appearing in the air, it ſo terrified the Engliſh, and 
animated the Picts (and Scots, whom Achaius. king 
of Scotland had ſent over to their aſſiſtance) that the 
latter obtained a fignal * and ſlew Athelftane.

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This ſucceſs king Hungus aſcribed to St. Andrew; 


an beſides other gifts offered him the tithes of his 
royal demeſnes, and went in ſolemn proceſſion to the 


kirk of St. Andrew, in the town now ſo rr to 
2 thanks for the victory! 


The Scots ſucceeding the Picts in thoſe S 
kw uſed the figure of that croſs in their enſigus and 
banners ever ſince; and in the year 819, Achaius in- 
flituting an order of -knighthood, gave the croſs” of | 
that Saint for their badge. This order conſiſted of 
thirteen: perſons, alluding to our Saviour and the 
twelve Apoſtles (as it is now repreſented by the ſo- 


_ vereign and twelve brethren) ; but was much refined 
by king James V. who being honoured with the gar- 


ter from England, the Tiſon d'Or from the emperor, 
and St. Michael from France, he celebrated the feſtis 
vals of them all; and ſetting up their ſeveral arms, 
with their orders of knighthood about them, over 
the gate of his palace of Linlithgow, he erected his 


own, with the order of St. Andrew in the midſt of
